A German broadcast said that 
British bombers damaged buildings 
and caused civilian casualties in 
Western Germany last night.

The fighting is taking place mainly in 
the area at the niouth of the Kuban river, 
which empties inte the Black Sea a few 
miles north of * vorossisk. The Axis 
forces have clin, to this territory since 
their drive of last summer. It is a bridge- 
head guarding the Kerch Strait, the short 
water-jump from the Crimea. Hitler's 
third summer offensive has been expect- 
ed to open with a thrust across the Straits, 
co-ordinated with a drive to recover Ros- 
tov to the north. 

The prize at stake of course is the Cau- 
casus oil, for which the Fuehrer sacrificed 
countless German lives last summer in 
vain. The Kuban-Rostov district is the 
gateway to the oil fields, the nearest of 
which—Maikop—is more than a hundred 
miles to the east. This field was captured 
by the enemy last year, though it can have 
done them little good and they lost it in 
the Russian winter offensive. The more 
productive fields lie hundreds of miles far- 
ther to the southeast. 


Both sides have been building up forces 
through the winter to renew the struggle 
for this prize on a scale vaster than that of 
last summer. The news from Moscow and 
Berlin seems to mean that the Russians 
have got in the first blow, with a view to 
“liquidating” the Axis forces holding the 
Kuban brideghead and Novorossisk. If 
they can accomplish that, the Nazis will be 
militarily as far from the Caucasus wells 
as they were a year ago—and they need 
the oil now worse than they did then. 

People in the modern world live by pro- 
ducing and trading. They cannot have any 
acceptable standard of living without doing 
both. War conditions have expanded the 
producing capacity of Canada out of rec- 
ognition, particularly its capacity for in- 
dustrial production. In -post-war times we 
shall therefore need to trade on a broader 
scale than in the past. It is encouraging 
to learn from Hon. J. A. MacKinnon that 
he foresees a tremendous export from the 
Dominion to China and the Latin Ameri- 
can countries. And equally encouraging 
to know that we have a Minister of trade 
and commerce who is alive to the coming 
need and busies himself hunting up export 
markets.

* Editor, Bulletin: Having read On- 
tario’s new compulsory bargaining 
act, we wish to point out certain 
serious weaknesses in this piece of 
| legislation which will affect directly 
}employers and employees in On- 
| tario and indirectly, every citizen of 
'the Dominion. 

| This act enforces compulsory bar- 
| gaining between employer and em- 
| ployee. Following upon compul- 
| sory bargaining in any given plant 
;or industry we may be sure the 
| closed shop will be attempted, espe- 
\clally wherever the C.LO. is the 
| bargaining agent. In fact, virtually 
all the strikes that have taken place 
}in Canada recently have been en- 
gineered by the C.C. of L. (C.1.0.) 
{not primarily to establish wages 
and working conditions, but to ob- 
tain union recognition and, ulti- 
mately, the closed shop and the 
check-off. 

The closed shop is a vicious, un- 
democratic practice, and is the ne- 
jgation of individual liberty and 
freedom. Ontario's new bill de- 
| Stroys freedom of association and, 
}in its present form, it hogties the 
worker and leaves him at the mercy 
;Of union leadership. This act, as 
now constituted, denies the worker 
his birthright under democracy and 
| imposes a brand of fascism on him, 
If not amended, the act wil] work

British Women and Gardening 


Not Merely Wartime Job 
Nor Hobby But Useful 
Career 


By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 


There are more and mere tasks 
waiting for women, and now new 
professions are opening their gates 
to them, Canadians will perhaps be 
interested to hear what English- 
women are doing in horticulture, a 
field in which Canadians women 
hg not been particularly active so 
ar. 


In Britain horticulture, which in 
everyday language means just plain 
gardening, is not merely a wartime 
Occupation for women nor a hobby. 
For more than fifty years Swanley 
and Studley, the two big horticul- 
ture colleges—ana many others be- 
sides—have turned cut more than 
100 women graduates annually. 

These women have spent three to 
four years studying all aspects of 
fruit, flower and vegetable culture 


_Jand hothouse work. They have 


proved to be man’s equal in plain, 
Practical gardening. Plowi=c and 
tractor driving and felling trees are 
gars their duties—and they like 


But is there a career for women 
In this line? Well, let us look at 
the ambitions and achievements of 
those who have studied the pro- 
fession. 


Decorative Arts 


First, there are the decorative 
arts—floristry and lanscape gar- 
dening, in which women are some- 
times even given preference over 
men. No need to say more about 
that, because girls in this type of 
work are nothing unusual in Can-

Truck Gareners 


Many collegevomen started their 
own intensive truck gardens and 
have made a Wing at the job. It 
is true that caditions in Englan4 
are different fom ours in Edmon- 
ton. With thee or five acres of 
good land, evcy inch of which is 
cultivated anc cropped sometimes 
twice and thre times a year, it is 
Possible to mke a living in Eng- 
land. 

In Britain, specially during the 
war, when eéary crops from France, 


Belgium and Holland cannot be ob- 
tained, greenhouses, hotbeds and 
cold frames are crammed 15 well 
as hundreds of glass cloches (little 
tent or roof-shaped contraptions 
which protect tender plants and 
which can be moved to where they 
are most needed.) 


School Projects 


School gardening is another pro- 
fession frequently taken up by woe 
men, Most schools have their own 
vegetable ground and have regular 
classes in gardening. Training chil- 
dren to help on farms, organizing 
young farm workers, living with 
them or visiting them regularly to 
look after their physical and mental 
well-being, make up some of the 
favorite jobs of women in Britain. 

Last, but not least, the girls of the 
Women's Land Army, who come 
from many different walks of life 
from actresses to typists and beau- 
ticians, do all sorts of jobs, from 
directing farms and truck gardens 
to strenuous gang work in fields 
and nurseries. 

Recently, our Canadian women 
have been training more exten- 
sively in horticulture and farm 
work There are now far more op- 
portunities open to them than for- 
merly and steady employment is 
more certain than ever before. 

Women interested in this profes- 
sion must, however, choose the 
branch most sulted to them as indi- 
viduals. Farm laborers have far 
more difficult duties to perform 
tan iaboratory technicians or gar- 
den consultants. 

For the women who consider the 
profession seriously, horticulture 
and farming may well prove to be 
as important a career after the war 
as now.

Keep an eye upon this 
industrious and talented musician. 
If I am not mistaken, Fate has re- 
served for him a high place in the 
musical hierarchy.”

‘Your Baby 
And Mine 


In view of the fact that there is 
such a general disposition to dis- 
courage a parent from taking 1p 
or caring for a crying baby-.-for 
fear that he may become “spoiled” 
and demanding —I want to print 
the following letter. 

“My baby was born a lovely, 
healthy little girl and I was so 
Pleased that I could nurse her,” 
writes Mrs. M.M. “However, hav- 
ing no relatives or any help in the 
home, I came back from the hos 
pital ten days after she was born 
and began caring for her and the 
house. Within three days the baby 
began to cry, I was told to let her 
cry it out or she would be spoiled, 
My own doctor became ill and J 
had a doctor, not a pediatrician, 
look at her. The same advice was 
given. He saw her in his office 
and she screamed the whole time. 
But he found her not sick and so 
advised again to put her where I 
couldn't hear her and let her cry 
it out. He said she was ‘terribly 
spoiled.’ 

“1 kept to this advice until she 
was two months old. At one month 
she weighed less than when she 
was born. A‘ ten weeks I was 
thoroughly discouraged and de- 
cided to use my own judgment. 
I prepared a complementary for- 
mula and Jet her have as*much as 
she wanted of it after a nursing. 
From that moment on I had a good 
baby. I was so weak and sick I 
could hardly enjoy her. 

“At three months I gave her 
cereal and later vegetables and egg 
yolk. Also, I cuddled her as often 
as I felt like it and she thrived 
beautifully. 

“She sat up independently at 7 
months, walked alone at 14 months 
and fed herself alone from that age 
on. She has 17 words in her 
vocabulary and is full of smiles and 
fun all of the time. 

“Since my experience I have 
known four mothers who were 
given the same advice. Because of 
that, I felt I had to write this letter, 
as I have worried so much and re- 
pented so of my treatment of the 
baby that when I read letters about 
mothers who neglect their crying 
babies, it affects me deeply.” 

You need not blame yourself, 

1 think doctors, knowing the 
worrisome nature of new moth- 

ers, are apt to conclude that if 

the mother would let the baby 
alone it would be better for the 
baby. But net when there is 
chronic and persistent crying, 

That demands attention and to 
fail to give it to the baby on the 
excuse that the baby would take 
advantage of one’s care, is brutal 
and cruel. 

Find out what makes the baby 
cry, taking it for granted that when 
the wrong is corrected, the baby 
will be as content as babies are 
intended to be.

Tt is estimated that thousand) of 
lives could be saved each year from 
this great killer, for to a great ex- 
tent it is a preventable disease, es- 
pecially in, its early stages. Un- 
fortunately ignorance on the part 
of the patient, and delay in secur- 
ing the advice of a physician play 
an important part in contributing 


to the increasing number of deaths 
from heart disease. 


In a recent column J emphasized 
the necessity of at least a yearly 
physical examination and perhaps 
no part of the examination is more 
important than the check-up on the 
heart, for many times insidious 
heart disease’ may be reco$nized by 
the doctor, even whew there are no 
manifest symptoms. On the other 
hand, an individual may complain 
of a rapid heart beat, too slow a 
beat or irregularity of the beat or 
palpitation. All of these may mean 
some heart disorder, and then 
again they may be only symptom- 
atic of a functional disorder and 
there may be no actual disease 
present. However, whatever the 
cause, a visit to your doctor is your 
best insurance. There may be no 
other symptoms obvious to the 
patient, excepting that he gets all 
out of breath when climbing stairs 
or running for a street car, or 
there may be dizziness or a slight 
puffiness of the ankles, 

Patients who know already that 
they are suffering from a heart 
ailment are inclined to think too 
much about it and to take life so 
easily that they actually make 
their condition worse through in- 
sufficient exercise.
